You are hereby notified to meet at Jones Hall in said 
Marlow on Tuesday, the 12th day of March, next at 1 o’clock 
in the afternoon to act on the following subjects: 


1. To cast your ballots for all necessary town officers. 
Polls open on the above article at 1 P.M. and shall be closed, 
at 6 P.M. 


Action will be taken on the following articles beginning 
at 8:00 P. M. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priations of the same. 


3. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the maintenance of the poor. 


4. To see if the town will apply for class five money 
known as TRA and raise the sum of $403.44 required by the 
State. The State will contribute $2,689.59. 


5. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the Town Library. 


6. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the repairs of Highways and Bridges. 
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7. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for the observance of Memorial Day. 


8. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money for the temporary loans in anticipation of 
taxes. 
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9. To authorize the tax collector to give two per cent 
cash discount on all property and personal taxes for the pay- 
ment made within thirty days after the date of the tax bill, 
and empower the collector to appoint a deputy collector. 


10. To see if the Town will raise such sums of money 
as may be necessary to improve town cemeteries. 


11. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of fifty-nine dollars and twenty-eight cents ($59.28) for 
the Monadnock Region Association. 


12. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
sell ov administer all real estate acquired by the Town through 
tax collectors deeds.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Marlow: 


I herewith submit my annual report as your Superinten- 
dent of Schools: 


The average instruction cost per pupil for the school 
year 1961-62 was $308.45 which is only $13.45 more than the 
state average and principally due to the small enrollment. 
The average daily membership was 41; last year’s average 
was 41.6. 


The budget presented at the March, 1962 District Meeting 
indicated an estimated June 30th balance of $800.00. The 
actual balance was $2,190.82. The difference between the two 
figures was used to reduce the school tax. State foundation. 
aid was increased by $374.47 which was also used to reduce 
the amount raised by taxation. The final amount raised by 
taxation was $20,094.29 compared to an estimated budget 
figure of $21,859.90. 


A successful Social Studies workshop for the teachers of 
Supervisory Union #60 was held last fall as a preliminary 
to the opening of school. The follow-up day in October placed 
emphasis on demonstrations of successful use of the material 
developed during the first two days. 


The contributions and help give nby the P. T. A. are very 
much appreciated. The improvements in the small room have 
been of particular aid to the teachers. 


The addition of a telephone has removed the isolation 
of the school. In an emergency situation, help can be obtained 
much more quickly and it is a real service to parents. 


Marlow School Board members attended an organization 


3.2 


meeting with school board members from Alstead, Charles- 
town, Chesterfield, Langdon, Walpole and Westmoreland. All 
of the members present expressed an interest in studying the 
possibility of forming a cooperative school district. A pro- 
gress report will probably be made at the annual school dis- 
trict meeting. 


Marlow’s enrollment has remained about the same for 
two years. A few years ago, the enrollment taxed the capacity 
of the school. The reduced enrollment has resulted in reduced 
state foundation aid that causes increased taxation, as there 
is no way to reduce the costs of heat, light, upkeep and 
tuition. This points to consideration of salaries which is a 
major expense. Marlow is fortunate to have two teachers 
who are willing to and can handle four grades in one class- 
room. 


What are Marlow’s problems and is there a way they can 
be solved? May I suggest that Marlow consider the education- 
al adequacy of its school in terms of not only modern educa- 
tional standards but also in the light of the changes that can 
occur in the next thirty to forty years. Is the school an 
economical unit. 


Marlow’s location gives two choices as to its high school 
pupils’ tuition or become a part of a cooperative district. 
Which choice is adequate educationally, economical and 
sound on a long-range basis? 


The United States Office of Education published, in 1957, 
a handbook of school financial accounting. The State Board 
of Education issued a School Financial Accounting Handbook 
that incorporated, wherever possible, the practices recom- 
mended in the national handbook. The change in accounting 
for school district monies, the preparation of budgets and 
reports became effective July 1, 1962. The purpose of the 
change is directed toward the achievement of standardization 
that will give better accounting and reporting practices plus 
the ability to make more accurate comparisons.

The following is my report for the year ending June 30, 
1962: 


Work of the School Nurse: 
37 Pupils had vision screening tests 
27 Pupils had hearing screening tests 
36 Pupils were weighed and measured 
38 Pupils were inspected 
18 Pupils needed dental care 
20 Pupils were under dental care 
3 Pupils attended Pre-Registration Clinic 
6 Pupus were checked for vaccination and necessary follow- 
up done 
10 Pupils participated in the Urine Testing Program 
35 Pupils were given direct classroom teaching in dental 
health 


It is interesting to note that in the early 20th century, 
mass immunization, improved sanitation, and innumerable 
other advances in medicine and public health had brought 
communicable disease under control. 


When school medical services were started in this country 
the principal objective was to control contagious and nuisance 
disease through frequent medical inspections of the school 
and pupils. As communicable disease have been controlled, 
emphasis has shifted to examinations for hearing and vision 
defects, and school physicals looking for physical defects. 


School health services must be family-centered and fam- 
ily-oriented. The ultimate objective of the sehool health ser- 
vices is to maintain, protect, and promote the optimal health— 
physical, mental, emotional and social—of the school-age 
child.

The following is a lst of functions included in the school 
health program: 


1. To appraise the health status of pupils and school 
personnel. 


2. To counsel pupils, parents, and others concerning 
findings. 


3. To encourage the correction of remediable defects. 


4. To assist in the identification and education of hand- 
icapped children.

6. To provide emergency service for injury or sudden 
sickness.

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Preventing Forest Fires Is Our Responsibility 


Cost of suppressing carelessly set outdoor fires in New Hampshire 
in 1962 cost the persons responsible $5,545. In the same period, the 
cost to the cities and towns for control of such firest for which no 
responsibility could be placed cost another $24,634. What utter waste 
of tax money and what shameful and needless loss of timber and 
esthetic values in the 2200 acres burned. Residences, farms, and other 
business places were threatened with possible total destruction. 


Carelessly set man caused fires can be prevented if every citizen 
remembers his responsibility in regard to any source of fires in the 
open. We can help to keep our fire loss low by remembering these 
simple rules. 


1. Dispose of burnable waste at the town dump. 


2. If waste or brush is to be burned on the premises, obtain 
a permit from the forest fire warden. Seasonal permits 
may be issued for approved incinerators and sites. 


3. Burn safely by picking a clean site, avoiding dry windy 
weather and preferably burning late in the day. 


4. Have something to keep the fire under control — pails 
of water, garden hose, sprinkling can, broom for grass 
fires or shovel will help. 


Besure your fire is dead out before you leave it. 


If the fire gets out of control or if you see a fire out of 
control, report promptly to your warden or fire depart- 
ment. Continue to fight it until help arrives. 


There is potential danger when matches fall into the hands of 
children. It is never to early for parents to install in the child’s mind 
a respect for fire.
